"Kilscab,"  a  dry  lime-sulphur  product,  manufactured  by  the  Sherwin- 
Williams  Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the  official 
dipping  of  cattle  and  sheep  for  scabies.  This  permission  is  granted  with  the 
understanding  that  the  product  must  first  be  dissolved  in  water  at  or  near  the 
boiling  point  before  being  added  to  the  dipping  vat,  and  that  if  any  significant 
proportion  remains  undissolved  it  shall  be  allowed  to  settle  out  and  only  the 
clear  liquid  be  added  to  the  dipping  vat.  The  dilutions  at  which  this  product 
is  permitted  are  as  follows:  For  cattle,  not  less  than  32  pounds  of  the  product 
to  100  gallons  of  water;  for  sheep,  not  less  than  24  pounds  of  the  product  to  100 
gallons  of  water.

BRAYTON  HOWARD  RANSOM 

Brayton  Howard  Ransom,  chief  of  the  Zoological  Division,  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  died  in  Washington,  D.  C,  September  17,  1925,  after  an  illness  of 
about  three  weeks. 

Doctor  Ransom  was  born  in  Missouri  Valley,  Iowa,  March  24,  1879,  and  at- 
tended the  public  schools  of  Bancroft,  Nebr.  lie  received  the  following  degrees: 
S.  B.,  University  of  Nebraska,  1899;   M.  A.,  University  of  Nebraska,  1900; 
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Ph.  D.,  University  of  Nebraska,  1908.  The  University  of  Nebraska  proposed 
to  confer  on  him  the  honorary  degree  of  D.  Sc.  at  the  June  commencement  this 
year,  but  owing  to  a  misunderstanding  he  was  unable  to  be  present  to  receive  the 
degree  at  that  time.  He  was  Fellow  in  Zoology  at  the  University  of  Missouri  in 
1900-1901  and  at  the  University  of  Nebraska  in  1901-2. 

In  1902  he  came  to  Washington  as  assistant  in  zoology  in  the  Hygienic  Labo- 
ratory of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  and  Marine  Hospital  Service,  and  the  following 
year  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  zoological  laboratory  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry.    In  1906  he  was  made  chief  of  the  Zoological  Division. 

As  chief  of  the  Zoological  Division  Doctor  Ransom  built  up  a  laboratory 
known  the  world  over  for  its  large  output  of  high-grade  scientific  and  practical 
work  in  the  field  of  parasitology.  Under  his  direction  the  laboratory  had  built 
up  the  largest  and  finest  catalogue  and  index  of  parasites  in  the  world,  the  cata- 
logue and  index  being  the  admiration  of  parasitologists  the  world  over.  His 
administration  of  his  division  in  its  relation  to  his  staff  was  most  generous  and 
fair,  and  the  division  has  been  long  known  for  its  high  morale  and  enthusiasm. 
It  was  never  a  one-man  laboratory,  but  was  gradually  built  up  to  four  times  its 
original  size  in  order  to  meet  the  many  pressing  economic  problems  in  the  field  of 
parasitology  in  its  relation  to  the  livestock  industry  of  the  United  States.  The 
Zoological  Division  has  published  a  large  number  of  monographs  and  shorter 
papers  of  a  systematic  nature,  standardized  the  field  inspection  procedure  in 
dipping  for  various  external  parasites  of  livestock,  introduced  one  new  drug, 
carbon  tetrachloride,  into  human  medicine,  where  it  has  been  extensively  used 
for  the  treatment  of  hookworm  disease  in  practically  all  countries  where  the  dis- 
ease occurs,  and  carried  out  numerous  other  investigations  on  life  histories,  con- 
trol measures  for  parasites,  etc. 

In  the  field  of  economic  parasitology  Doctor  Ransom's  division,  and  in  many 
cases  Doctor  Ransom  himself,  first  found  and  reported  many  new  and  economi- 
cally important  parasites,  developed  many  practical  control  measures  for  such  im- 
portant parasites  as  stomach  worms  in  sheep,  and  did  the  basic  experimental 
work  on  which  much  of  the  meat-inspection  procedure  as  regards  parasites  is 
based.  Doctor  Ransom's  most  striking  and  important  work  of  late  years  was 
his  demonstration  of  the  exact  life  history  of  the  swine  ascarid  and  the  develop- 
ment of  a  swine-sanitation  system  based  on  this.  This  system,  known  as  the 
McLean  County  System,  has  been  of  incalculable  value  to  the  swine  industry. 
The  life-history  work  done  by  Doctor  Ransom  in  this  connection  led  to  the  be- 
stowal on  him  of  the  Gold  Medal  of  the  Seamen's  and  Tropical  Diseases  Research 
Association,  of  Kobe,  Japan. 

Doctor  Ransom  was  a  member  of  the  American  Microscopical  Society,  the 
American  Society  of  Zoologists,  the  American  Society  of  Tropical  Medicine,  the 
American  Society  of  Parasitologists,  the  Washington  Academy  of  Sciences,  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  the  Biological  Society  of 
Washington,  the  Helminthological  Society  of  Washington,  of  Sigma  Xi,  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa,  of  Beta  Theta  Pi,  and  of  the  Cosmos  Club.  He  was  at  one  time 
or  another  president  of  the  American  Microscopical  Society  and  the  Helmintho- 
logical Society  of"  Washington,  vice  president  of  the  Washington  Academy  of 
Sciences,  secretary-treasurer  of  the  American  Society  of  Tropical  Medicine, 
councilor  of  the  American  Society  of  Parasitologists,  associate  editor  of  the 
Journal  of  Parasitology,  and  delegate  to  the  Seventh  International  Zoological 
Congress,  the  first  Pan  American  Scientific  Congress,  and  the  Fourth  Fisheries 
Congress. 

Doctor  Ransom  was  a  man  who  had  many  friends  and  no  enemies.  He  was 
uniformly  courteous  and  gentle  in  the  face  of  many  troubles  and  burdens.  In 
his  death  the  world  has  lost  a  valuable  scientist  who  has  returned  to  it  many 
times  what  he  received  from  it,  and  his  friends  have  lost  a  friend  who  was  always 
considerate  and  helpful. 


INJURIES  TO  EMPLOYEES 

As  some  employees  of  the  bureau  have  made  statements  that  they  were  not 
aware  of  the  existence  of  the  Federal  compensation  act  of  September  7,  1916, 
inspectors  and  others  in  charge  should  at  once  acquaint  every  employee  of  their 
forces  with  the  provisions  of  this  law,  which  was  enacted  for  their  benefit.  All 
new  employees  should  likewise  be  made  acquainted  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law  as  soon  as  they  report  for  duty.  If  an  injury  is  not  reported  within  60  days 
or  no  claim  for  compensation  is  made  within  one  year  from  date  of  injury,  the 
employee,  by  the  terms  of  the  act,  loses  all  the  benefits  of  the  law.    The  bureau 
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is  sending  to  each  station  a  sufficient  supply  of  a  small  four-page  leaflet  briefly 
describing  the  benefits  of  the  law  to  furnish  each  employee  with  a  copy.  Officials 
in  charge  will  please  see  that  this  is  done  at  once.  If  more  copies  are  necessary 
they  will  be  sent  on  request. 


RESULTS  OF  PROSECUTIONS  FOR  VIOLATIONS  OF  LAWS 

Penalties  have  been  imposed  in  prosecutions  for  violations  of  regulator}7-  laws,, 
as  reported  to  the  bureau,  as  follows:

American  Railway  Express  Co.,  interstate  transportation  of  one  bull  without 
tuberculin  test,  $100  fine. 

Joseph  George  Noon,  McElroy,  Mont.,  importation  of  cattle  without  inspec- 
tion and  affidavit,  $100  fine. 

Twenty-Eight-Hour  Law 

Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroad  Co.,  $100  fine. 

Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Railway  Co.  of  Texas  (10  cases),  $1,000  fines.
